He told the President, ‘‘They will be attentive to your in- 


formed comments upon the economic aspects of natural man- 


agement. 


Personal assurances that the Administration con- 


siders industry a responsible partner in true conservation and 
will act to enable industry to continue this effort, will favor- 


ably influence group judgements. 
Press reports concerning the President’s conservation tour 


had indicated that he would limit his fact finding to outdoor 
recreation and water resource matters. 


Giustina told thes Presdient, ‘‘Recreational opportunities 
for the people, essential as they are, cannot take precedence 
over more fundamental concerns, such as food, clothing and 
shelter for Americans today and tomorrow who depend upon

In the United Nations, 
Salazar charged, self-deter- 
mination had become synon- 
ymous with independence re- 
gardless of a people’s. abil- 
ity to rule themselves 

In Lisbon there is a con- 
viction that if independence 
were to come now tbd Angola, 
it would fly into tribal pieces 
with the whole rich area up 
for grabs. 

The winds of change blow 
slowly over Portugal and

CLEAR AS GIN 

Artificial bait manufacturers 
and anglers go to great lengths 
to ensure that fish can spot their 
choice offerings evén in the most 
turbid water, but sometimes the 
fish can see too much for the 
fisherman’s own good. 


Ultra-clear waters pose a prob- 
lem for the angler, say the 
Mercury outboard authorities, 
since the victim may be able to 
look over the whole diabolical 
set-up—bait, hook, leader. That’s 
a little too “sportin’ ”. 

Under such conditions, the 
only answer is to switch to light 
tackle that, escapes. detection, 
and use strategy that conforms 
to feeding habits. Light spinning 
gear is ideal, but the use of 
longer lightweight leaders can 
make all types of regular tackle 
suitable for the ‘task. 

Select. tiny spinners or midget 
trolling spoons. Pick the runts 
out of the minnow bucket and 
use them first. 

Generally, you’ll do best dur- 
ing the early morning hours and 
again at dusk. Later inethe even- 
ing, change to night fishing tac- 
tics. But always fish slow. This 
applies whether you’re casting 
right next to the bank or bottom 
-bumping in the depths, advise 


the Mercury experts.
